HAHKKT REPORTS BY RADIO 


R o b e r t M c D o m g h a l , president of the Chicago B o a r d o f 
Trade, recently declared that the farm er need be no more than ‘IO 
minutes behind his city-fbrother in receiving news of the factors 
which determine prices of agricultural products. 
The statement 
was made in referring to the Board’s plan to broadcast crop mar­ 
ket reports by radio telephone. 
The radio system, which will cover a territory within a 
radius of 500 miles of Chicago, Mr. McPoughal characterized as 
“the greatest forward step in 2,000 years” in bringing the farmer 
in contact with the factors that make the price of his product. 
Complete control by the Department of Commerce of radio 
telephone transmission stations, through amendment of the ex­ 
isting laws, and the allocation of wave lengths to the various 
classes of service, were recommended in a report of the Technical 
Committee named by the recent radio telephone conference held 
under the auspices of the government. The committee held that 
radio telephone transmission is a public utility, and that federal 
regulation and control is the only solution to the chaos of inter­ 
ference. 
Unless there is a definite regulation of all telephone 
transmitting stations, the whole system will be destroyed by in­ 
terference, the report states. 


(^KIBBLING OVER RESERVATIONS 


T h e r e are several United States Senators who would prob­ 
ably insist upon tacking reservations or amendments to the Ten 
Commandments if brought before them for ratification. 
Witness 
the quibbling and picking of infinitesimal flaws of treaties which 
have passed Hughes, Root, and Lodge, and are approved and 
urged by President Harding. 
For instance, an amendment is demanded providing that 
this country shall not go to w a r unless Congress so votes. 
Every 
schoolboy knows that only Congress has power to declare war, 
treaty or no treaty. 
The only effect of such an added proviso 
would be to suggest to the other signatories that we were hesitant 
and doubtful. 
It would be a great disappointment to the American people, 
to scay nothing of the rest of the (world, if the Senate should fail 
to ratify all the treaties now before it.

T he A m e r i c a n Federation of Labor, as a means of relieving 
unemployment, will put before Congress and urge the enactment 
of bills appropriating funds for waste land reclamation projects, 
and for development of the Mississippi river basin by control of 
flood water, increase of navigability, and drainage of lands. The 
report recommending the work was prepared by a special commit­ 
tee of the labor organization’s legislative committee.
